h» SAlUTZhU stated in L3X— 33 that he had built up a ccaapre! tensive file on 
Austrian Cofflnunists, "Schutzbundkinder* , etc. The lilo contained information on 
tlie relatives and families of the latter. Through a careful surveillance of the 
families, SAHIT7HR identified and apprehended nan y o_ tie agonta. Hilda gard kRAZ 
is an example. LSI-33 contains no information as to the fate of those files. 
They should have been - and nay yet become - the “Bible” for our counter-intelli- 
gence and -espionage operations against the Soviets in Austria. The first target 
in our tardy exploitation of LSX-33, therefore, is to determine the existence and 
location of SANITZEfi*s files. 



5. The Austrians had SAiflTZER in custody from 192*5 until 19U9 at uhich time 
the Soviets abducted him. The Austrians, specif icallyq. 0: 12 G kOCHIl/l , mist be awaro 
of the prellarfnary interrogation conducted by the Americans. Kith SANITZRE working 
for the Soviets, all objections to a discussion of tte natter with Giu/£2fGiu)CKR/l 
have been eliminated. He should be thoroughly questioned regarding SANIXZ&Ja 
files and Austrian interrogation of ttAHITZEB during the 192*5-i*9 period. G*NITZik. f s 
knowledge of Soviet operations in Austria during the last war is sc valuable to 
tilS l!f OKOCER/l as it is to us and he should be willing to cooperate with us in ex- 
ploiting it, if he has not already done so for his own purposes.

7. There is no indication that the ratter was pursued by the Station vith 

in our opinicn GhuGKG : '.OCkti/l intended to give you an indication 
of GAhlTZEl* a importance for counter-espionage ope rations uhen he passed along that 
item. lie also did not mention GAHITZCf., apparently', until the Soviets had abducted 
him. .o therefore believe that some Austrian exploitation of t.MJITZGH had takan 

place. 



8. One of the first items to clear up rrith Gi..iui.. < . i GCBR/l if your relations 
with him are sufficiently advanced, is the extant of British interest, past and 
present, in tho whole case. SANITZEIt stated that two of the Goviet teams appre- 
hended by him, KGEHLEh/BOkFTZKI and HJTTAf J/ZET7LHR , had been trained in England 
and dropped from RAF planes. (Appendix £ attached hereto describes this period 
of ;ib i TT>jQr/ZLTTL£R r o training in more detail.) ZlTTLKH stated that the British 
would not allow him to establish radio contact with /•joscow unless he gave them his 
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cipher. He claims that he did not do this, However, whether he did or didn't, 
there are two definite possibilities we mist consider* a) the British brought 
the Soviet teams tinder control during the staging period in England} b) the 
British inmediately checked into the agents * activities etc. upon occupation of 
Austria. LSI-33 also states that Major FAIT1JFULL of the BIS interrogated SAMITZSR 
on MAC CKANFORD, the British agent apprehended by bAtfITZEK. (There is no indication 
that anyone from the SCI Unit A of OSS was present during the interrogation.) 
Finally; { tated that the British requested inform tion from you some tine 

ago anduHat were provided rith excerpts from LSX-33 on MAC CIUHFOJG). The 
above leads us to the conclusion that the British have been interested in UAKITZL& 
and probably investigated leads obtained from his operations. It Is hoped that 
ORE isJi uiOCER/1 will be willing to provide you with detailed informtlon on ac cr 
action or into rest cn the part of the British.

10. In addition to the above names contained in LSX-33 milch are of Interest 
to us, you will note that Thy Hapolooa BICHAflT of Prlns Eugoustr. 2, Vienna IT, la 
mentioned as the Individual whose name was given the Soviet agents by their eaea 
officers as a useful legal contact. BICKAHT is obviously identical with the 
individual of the sane name who has appeared In the PC HD XX cases PGfcT) XX and 
ESTS&UZI contacted BICHAKT In an attempt to gain the release of ^o'iVdUZX'fi ghtjd 
XTom Soviet custody} UE KORANXI was also in contact with UZCBAKT concerning the 
release of Hans von UMJTHHER from the Soviets. 

11* Appendix B, para. 1 of L5X-33 mentions one DOBHSTZKZbGKR, former outer 
of the "echutsb«*d w , husband of a Hed Amy iiajo r, and residing In Floridsdarf, 

Vienne, daring the lest mr» It does not seem possible that this DOHESTZBEBGEB 
le identical with Professor Josef DQBRST55KRGER known to you. However, the matter 
should be Shocked. 

12. I3X-33 is sadly lacking In technical information on the actual operational 
methods of the Soviets* Sceae of this is supplemented by the captured documents, in 
which the recruitment, training and dispatch of the individual agents Is fairly well 
covered. However, since the documents are only tbs preliminary Interrogations of 
ths individual agents, they do not provide us with details on tbs actual play-bank 
operations nor on the agents themselves. As you will note there are no physical 
descriptions, Hare Important, there Is no indication of the ultimate fata uf the 
agents, For example ths agent UHBfiKAUEN of "Funkspiel THKI53* is quoted as saying 
that as soon as he was through with his mission in Austria he was to return and 
undertake a mission for the Soviets against the Americans. That brief bit of Intel- 
llgeace is not elaborated. The only possible lead widch could be used In tracking 
down UHBGHiCfeai would be Franztska PriXCTER, cook and housekeeper for Section IV2b, 
who was also UHBEHAUEH* s mistress, The last statement on UHBEHAUEN in LSX-33 reported 
the two still together* 

13, The captured documents sake it appear that the teams of SVOBQQi/aiHSTL 
and RIHAG&V&TU5CHEK to re dispatched by the Soviet military Intelligence or GHtf. 
Uildegard RIESS definitely stated that she was recruited by the HK7D. XERSCHB/SOUCBK/ 
MHAZ apparently were recruited and trained by the "Comintern". SANIT1EH commented, 
pages 7 and 8 of LSX-33 that the Comintern team was badly equipped as compared to 
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the NKVD teams. Another interesting piece of operational information in tho docu- 
me nts Is the list of nones of Austrians Marking in Russia. e suggest that the 
list provided by Jlildegard UR AZ in Appendix D of Austrian students In the Soviet 
radio school be carefully cheeked* 

1 it, The r eport of Lt* Jack TATLuh ox the 035 DUPONT Mission adds socoo thing 
to the SAKXTZER interrogation and the captured documents. Than TATIQE mas ill In 
the Villa there SAHITZEK housed his agents engaged In radio play-backs, Alolaia 
or Louise SCUCUK nursed hid. SOCCHK gave TAXOQR her sister’s name and address, 
unfortunately not included in TATI JR *3 report, and also told TAYLOR that 3AKITSSS 
had asked bar to murk with bin "underground after the nerw government mas forced* • 

She quoted SALTTZEK as saying "Connunisc. is the practical application of the 
National Socialist ideological theory 41 * It should also bo noted that SAiilTZER 
chose SOUCEK and KERSGHE to work with his as a group to penetrate the Russian lines 
and send messages to the German ^i^taufklacrunga Truppon* Apparently this mas not 
carried out Inasmuch as SAlUTZul claiiaod that Ka^ ? 5dlfeV 50UCZK and UBA2 mere "liberated” 
by bin too days before tho Russians entered Vienna* vd mould guess that the three 
remained to grest the Red Army. Eased on TATLOrJs statement and cm his atm selection 
of SOUCEK for a mission with hln, ue presume that SAhTTZER had some confidence In 
30UCEX* Therefore a ny leads regarding her poet-war activity should be interesting 
in view of the fact that SANITZER is again operational in tho intelligence world*

16* In the meantime and entirely independent of Uu£K liOCEfl/l, wo suggest you 
check all names from LSX-33 and the attachod Appendices in your own and D/b-2's 
records* In view of SANITZER's alleged re-appearance in East Germany under Boris t 
auspices, the possibility that he night make contact Trith members of his former 
staff becomes most ir^ortant* If any of liis forcer group are in the employment 
of American units in Austria, in ta resting operational possibilities occurs cocplote 
interrogation to ascertain whether the individual was In contact rdth SAhITZER during 
the latter 1 s ir^risonront or after the Soviet abduction; if not, whether the individ- 
ual could bo used nor? to penetrate SAUITZET;' s present activities. However, first 
and oost important is to determine whether arty members Qf the former Section IV2b 
of Stapo S telle Vienna aro exqployad or used by any of the V. os tern occupation Forces. 
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
